SALARIES In accordance with the instructions of 

STAFF AND the 1946 B.C.L.A. Convention, the 1947 

TENURE Committce on Salariocs, Staff and Tenure 
has considered the salary situation 

of Chief Librarians, 


Statistics of actual salaries paid to 
Head Librarians in British Columbia were recuested, and 
in most cases, were furnished to the Committee. 
A study of these figures reveals that, even allowing 
for differences in conditions and locale, the picture 
is very uneven. It may be noted here that comparative 
statistics of general library salaries in the Province 
have also been compiled and tabulated by this Committee, 
and that this table will be available on request for 
the use of the incoming Committee, 


The principles governing the salary to 
be paid to a Chief Librarian would appear to be very 
well stated in an article published in the Library 
Journal of September 15, 1946, page 1192, which is 
summed up briefly as follows; 


The salary of the Head Librarian should 
be governed by the general salary scale in the library; 
it should depend on the size of the library and the 
responsibility of the position. 


It should be equal to that of a principal 
in an elementary school, even, in some cases, to that of 
the principal of the high school, depending on the size 
of the city. 


Annual increments of salary for Head 
Librarians should depend also on the general library 
salary scale, the size of the library and the respon- 
Sibility of the position. These increments also should 
be comparable to those of elementary school principals, 
though, as library salary schedules normally provide 
for fewer increments than do those of schools, there 
is an argument in favor of somewhat larger increments 
for librarians. | 





This Committee would like to recommend, 
therefore, that a Salary schedule for the Chief Librarian 
be included in the general salary schedule of each library. 


The Committee feels also that salaries paid 
to Librarians of the Provincial Civil Service are lower 
than they should be when compared with salaries in some of 
the other British Columbia libraries, and would like to 
suggest that further attempts be made to bring these sal- 
aries more in line with those of the schedule for Canadian 
Civil Service Librarians, 


The Committee would feel very lax in the 
performance of its duty if no refcrence were made in 
this report to the A.L.A. Salary Policy Statement adopted 
on June 21, 1946, in which the following statement, which 
has a direct application to all library salaries, is made: 


"Any library whose prewar salary schedule 
was below the A.L.A. minimum salary schedule for a lib- 
rary of its class should now bring the minimum annual 
entrance or base salary, increments, and maximum rate 
for each class of position at least to the A.L.A. minimum 
Salary range and should also add 33 percent." 


For the information of the incoming Com- 
mittee it might be mentioned here that a P.N.L.A. 
Committee is compiling comparative statistics of library 
Salaries of 1945 and 1947. 


The period since the 1946 Convention has 
not been notable for advances in salaries, although a 
few librarics reported gains. For the most part, the 
former period was more eventful in that rogard. 


Both Vancouver Public Library and Victoria 
Public Library report a shortening of the working week 
from forty hours to 37% hours from March lst in the for- 
mer, and from forty hours to 364 hours from May 5th in 
the latter. 


As the most recent official figures for 
the cost-of-living in Canada show that the index now 
.approaches 130, with sharp increases in the last few 
months, the members of this body should realize that 
librarians must not relax their vigilance in striving 
for fair salaries. The present favorable position of 
librarians in the labor market because of the supply 
and demand situation must be utilized to the full in 
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an attempt to improve the position of librarians now, and, 
if possible, to strengthen it for the future, not forget- 
ting that, for the most part, we librarians entered this 
race severely handicapped.

OKANAGAN It is no news these days to be under 

UNION LIBRARY staffed and hard worked. But I should 
like readers of the Bulletin to know 

that we are still functioning. Yvsterday I had the 

pleasant job assigned me to make plans for a new library 

to be built by the same firm, McCarter and Nairn, that 

is to build the new Vancouver branches. Ours will be 

in conjunction with the new City Hall, we are not given 

a date for its completion but at lcast it is being 

considered. 





Still we have no new van, though we 
understand that there is one just around some far distant 
corner. The old one does its rattling best for us. 


We have included the neighboring town of 
Penticton in our Library District, as doubtless you have 
heard before, but they still do not like having been told 
to join us and are doing all they can to get themselves 
out of the jam they find themselves in, that is the 
Minicipal council's side of the question. The people 
themselves seem to find the new library service to their 
liking. ‘ell over 700 now have registered and the circu- 
tation last month was over 3,000. Previously the Penticton 
Library Association had a membership of 400 and a circu- 
lation in February of 1946 of 2,000. The children are 
making use of the childrens room, in a way that is quite 
new to Penticton. 


To the north we have taken in a large 
number of small communities, up in the hills and across 
lakes, and off the highway in every direction. We have 
not yet been able to find them all, this not being the 
time of year to lcave the highway unless one is sure of 


ones way, but already about ten collections are in 
circulation in districts that are new to us. By the 
ond of the year we hope to have many more. 


The library is still onjoying its associ- 
ation with the Film Council and next month a school for 
Film Projection will be held in Kelowna for all Okanagan 
Centres using Films. It will mcet in the library when 
ever possible.

PROVINCIAL AND Miss Madge Wolfenden, Assistant Archivist, 
ARCHIViS for the past year Provincial President of 

the British Columbia Historical Association, 
lelivered the presidential address before the annual 
meeting ot the Association held in the Grosvenor Hotel, 
Vancouver, on January 17, 1947. The address was entitled 
BOOKS AND LIBRARI£S IN FUR TRADING AND COLONIAL DAYS and 
zave a resume of the genesis of library service in British 
Columbia prior to Confederation in 1971. It is to be 
published in a forthcoming issue of the British Columbia 
Historical %uarterly. 








Dr. W. Kaye Lamb, editor of the British 
Columbia Historical Quarterly since its inception in 
1957 has resigned his office with the completion of 
Volume X. The decp gratitude and abiding sense of ap- 
preciation of the service thus rendered to historical 
writing in this province was tendered to Dr. Lamb at 
the annual mecting of the British Columbia Historical 
Association. Mr. Willard #. Ireland, Provincial Libr- 
arian and Archivist, succeeds Dr. Lamb as Editor. 





PUBLIC At its annual meeting held in Victoria 
LIBRARY on April 18, the Public Library Commis- 
COMMISSION sion elected Dr. W. Kaye Lamb, Librarian 

of the University of British Columbia, 
as Chairman, succeeding Mr. E. S. Robinson, Librarian 
of Vancouver Public Library, who had held this office 
for the two preceding years. 


At the same meeting the commission con- 
stituted itself, tegether with the Secretary, as a 
committee of four, to make a study of public library 
standards for British Columbia, having in mind a 
possibly early nced for the use of such standards as 


minimum conditions for grants from the Provincial 
Government. 


On the same day the Commission met with 
the Honourable the Minister of Education to discuss the 
guestion of Provincial aid for libraries, in the light 
of the Goldenberg Report and of subsequent correspondence 
with Mr. Goldenberg. It was apparent that the latter 
had felt that, in spite of his own appreciation of the 
importance of pubiic libraries, specific recommendations 
in their regard did not fall within his terms of reference. 
The general consensus now is that the library approach 
should be direct to the Provincial Government, on the merits 
of the case as set out in the PROGRAME FOR LIBRARY 
DEVELOPMENT IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. The Comnission is 
assured of strong support from the Minister on this 
question. 


The matter was also discussed of the 
early institution of a library school at the University 
of British Columbia, and failing such a development for 
the college year 1947-48, of the provision of scholar- 
ships to assist British Columbia students in pursuing 
library studies elsewhere. This question is now under 
consideration. 





Public Library Commission estimates for 
1947-48 are increased by exactly one-third over the 
preccding year. A large element in this increase is the 
larger appropriation for grants-in-aid. The Commission 
has already made grants to the 3 union libraries, total- 
ling 916,000. This has been particularly necessary in 
view of the sudden and considerable increase in library 
population served. Okanagan Union Library's population 
has increased 90%; Vancouver Island Union Library's, 81%. 
Although Fraser Valley Union Library has had no great 
accesSion of territory as a result of school district re- 
organization, population has rapidly increased in sections 
of its extensive district. 


Grants totalling $4,300, subject to varying 
conditions, have been offered to 13 public library associ- 
ations. Grants of $500 each have been made to the Be C. 
Library Association and to the Canadian Library Association, 
respectively. 


Further assistance has been extended to 
the Canadian Library Association by way of printing its 
REFERENCE PUBLICATION NO.2; CANADIAN PUBLIC LIBRARY LAWS 
at a cost of approximately $300. 


This publication should be available to 
the public early in May. The Commission has also arranged 
for publication of the consolidation of the British Columbia 
"Public Libraries Act", as an off-print from the above. 


The Commission has recommended 3 important 
amendments to the "Public Libraries Act": 


(1) Increase in the size of the Commission 
from 3 to 5 members; 


(2) Provisions permitting the formation of 
a metropolitan Library districts; 


(3) Permission for library boards, school 
boards and municipal councils to enter into agreements with 
the Public Library Commission for the pooling of library 
resources and their central administration by the Commission. 


The purpose of the latter amendment is to 
introduce into small centres of population such as Burns 
Lake, Smithers, Telkwa, ctc., which are widely separated 
in a sparsely settled area served by the Commission's 
North-Central Branch, some of the essential advantages of 
regional library service. Such communities are too small 
and too far apart to permit of effective union library 
organization, but it should be possible to set up a co- 





operative system, under the direction of trained library 
personnel, that will afford to the residents of these 
communities at least the advantage of a pooled library 
collection that will move continuously through each member 
unit instead of remaining anchored in separate and isolated 
communities. 


Open Shelf circulation of 64,538 in 1946 
shows a 10% increase over the preceding year. This is 
accounted for largely by the steadily increasing use made 
of the children's section. A similar increase was shown 
by the Travelling Library Division, in which operations 
of the new Peace River Branch were an important factor. 
Reports from the Peace River indicate that the Branch is 
already a Success and much appreciated by the many teachers 
and pupils already served. It is with genuine regret that 
the Commission learns of the intention of Miss Margaret 
Strachan to resign from the position of Branch Librarian 
in order to return to the staff of Vancouver Public Library 
from which she had leave of absence. 


The North-Central Branch also showed an 
aporeciable increase in operations in 1946. The new build- 
ing at Prince George, construction of which has been long 


delayed by lack of building supplies, is now nearing comp- 
letion and will probably be ready for occupation in May. 
Another important improvement in equipment for the North- 
Central Branch is the provision of a car for the librarian. 
This will greatly facilitate her administration of services 
extending over a territory stretching from the community 

of Pacific in the west to the Alberta border in the east. 


Public Library Commission headquarters in 
Victoria have also becn considerably improved by replan- 
ning of the library so as to include offices for the 
Superintendent and the Extension Librarian on the same 
floor as the general offices, and to afford more com- 
modious working space for the Open Shelf Division. 


In view of the opportunity afforded the 
Commission to adviSe and assist in library service for 
the Provincial institutions, it is with some satisfaction 
that recent and further betterments are noted: appoint- 
ment of a trained librarian to take over administration 
of the library at Essondalc, and an appropriation of 
91,000 for the improvement of the library at the School 
for the Blind and Deaf. Appropriations for the libraries 
at Oakalla continuc at the same figure, thus providing 
further improvement as well as maintenance of these 
libraries. 





U OUVER Progress on the construction of the new 
; main library, money for which was voted 
LIBRARY in 1945, received a setback in March when 
sne electors of Vancouver turncd down & 
money by-Lluw to purchase land for a civic centre site 
which was approved as such only some three months before. 
If the Civic Centre issue is dcad or unduly delayed, it 
will result in a separate and probably more suitable ” 
location for the new central library. 


400,000 for eight new branches was voted 

at the same election however as part of a fifty million 
by-law. These branches are to be constructed 

during the next ten years and form part of the Civic 
Development Program. Meanwhile plans are proceeding apace 
Pow the three branch libraries, two of which have working 
jrawings and specifications almost completed, and it is 
sxpectcd tenders witl bs called for within the next thirty 
days. The construction of these will dedcnd upon the

Under the sponsorship of the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce, the exterior of the library is 
being cleaned. The first attemnot, with steam, was not 
successful, the stone being porous, and absorbing the 
water. A sand-biast cleaner is now at work, and the 
tattle-tale grey is changing gradually to a soft beige. 
While we do not expect the pristine elegance of 1904, 
we think there will be a great improvement. 


The combined library staffs of the city 
held a very enjoyable dinner in March, at the Aberdeen 
Hotel. Members of the Public Library, Provincial Library, 
and school, college and institutionai librarians were 
present. The speaker wis Fdward F. Meade, auther of 
"Remember Me™", whose subjcct was the state of publishing 
in Canada. Mr. Meade had some very strong arguments 
for his contention that Canadian publishing houses cannot 
compete with the British and smcrican in the kind of 
contracts they offer Canadian writcrs, 


The first number of "The Staff Pack" appeared 
in May. This iS a new venture on the part of the Victoria 
Public Library staff association, and will be published once 
a month. It follows the idca of the San Diego Public Lib- 
rary weekly news-lettcr, in bving dedicated to a new public 
library. Its editorials will call attention to the need 
for a new building, and the rest of the one-page mime-~ 
ographed sheet will present news and information about the 
book and library world.
